ed critical is indicated by the

that Varner is held without bond un­ 
til Hayes condition is known.

parently means that some

felt that Hayes may die a s a result 
of the shooting. 


This morning doctors had not yet 


succeeded in taking the bullet from 


H ayes' 
back

The shooting occurred in front o f 


the Hub clothing store on the streets 


o f Knightstown last night about ten- 


thirty o’clock.

said to 


have been intoxicated at the time.

fr o m w itn e s s e s and from Hayes him­ 


self. 
The marshal says that Hayes 


attempted to “ josh’’ Varner and he 


resented it. 
Even though he saw \arn er was 


angry, Hayes continued the 
fun at 


V ain e r’s expense until the latter hit 


H a y e s . Hayes knocked \ arner down, 


the marshal says, and Varner arose, 


very deliberately drew his 
revolver 


and shot Hayes when he was only a 


few feet away. 
V ain er offered no resistance when 


lie was arrested by M arshal Wagoner 


s h o r t ly after the shooting. 
He was 


lodged in Knightstown jail and held 


there over night. 
M arshal Wagoner 


took him to Newcastle this morning 
and a charge was preferred against 


him in Henry circuit 
court. 


Knightstown people do not know 
o f any trouble between Hayes 
and 


V arner before and that the shooting 


was most probably due to the fact 


that Varner had been drinking and 
could not stand for Hayes’ q u ip s for 


his benefit.

Why Grand Jury at Terre Haute 


Was Discharged. 


NOT THE QUICKEST WAY OUT 


Judge 
Fortune, in Speaking of the 


Sum m ary Discharge of Inquisitors 


W ho Were About to Begin Investiga­ 


tion of Alleged Primary Frauds, De­ 


clared the Better Plan to Be the Di­ 


rect Filing of Charges. 


Terre Haute, Ind., March 19.—Judge 
C. M. Fortune of the circuit court said 
he summarily discharged the grand 
jury as it was beginning an investiga­ 
tion of the Democratic primaries last 
Thursday because “the quicket way to 
get action in election cases is for per­ 
sons 
who 
have complaints 
to 
file 
them directly with the prosecutor." 
Also, as the grand jury has no other 
work, it would be an unnecessary ex­ 
pense to keep it in session. L ast year 
two grand juries investigated prim a­ 
ries and registration and one jury sat 
for several weeks, with occasional out­ 
givings of sensational results. 
Finally 
two or three men were indicted on 
technical charges, which lawyers said 
could not be sustained in court, and 
which finally caused the cases to be 
dismissed. 
Prosecuting Attorney W erneke when 
asked about the action of Judge For­ 
tune, said: 
“The prosecutor’s office 
will continue to do its duty and pay 
attention to the complaint of any cit­ 
izen." 
Before the judge discharged 
the grand jury the prosecutor said lie 
had bundles of evidence and that he 
would see to it that all of it was sub­ 
mitted to the grand jury.

The shooting occurred in front of 


the Hub clothing store on the streets 
of Knigliistown last night about ten- 
thirty o'clock. Varner is 
said to 


have been intoxicated at the time. 


Peter Wagoner, the Knightstown 


marshal, got a version of the story 
j'rom witnesses and from Hayes him- 
self. 
The, marshal says that Hayes 


jittempled 1n "josh" Varner and he 
resented it. 


Even though he saw Varner was 


jingry. Hayes continued the fun at 
Varners expense until the latter hit 
Hayes. Hayes knocked Varner down, 
the marshal says, and Varner arose, 
very deliberately drew his revolver 
and shot Hayes when be was only a 
few feet away. 


Varner offered no resistance when 


lie was arrested by Marshal Wagoner 
shortly after the shooting. He was 
lodged in Knightstown jail and held 
there over night. Marshal Wagoner 
took him to Newcastle this morning 
and a charge was preferred against 
him iu Henry circuit court. 


Knigbtstown people do not know 


of any trouble between Hayes and 
Varner before and that the shooting 
was most probably due to the fact 
that Varner had been drinking and 
could not stand for Haves' quips for 
his benefit. 


Hayes is the son of Milton Hnyes. 


ii Knightstown teamster, and has no 
regular employment. He has been 
engaged some as a chauffeur. Hayes 
was well known in Bushville. 


Varuer lives in Charlottesville but 


maintains a coal and ice business in 
Knightstown. His yards and offices 
are at Knightstown. and he makes 
daily trips there from his home. Var- 
ner is married but has no children.

Judge Fortune, in Speaking of the 


Summary Discharge of Inquisitor* 
Who Were About to Begin Investiga- 
tion of Alleged Primary Frauds, De- 
clared the Better Plan to Be the Di- 
rect Filing of Charges. 


Terre Haute, Ind., March 19.—Judge 


C. M. Fortune of the .circuit court said 
he summarily discharged the grand 
jury as it was beginning an investiga- 
tion of the Democratic primaries last 
Thursday because "the quicket way to 
get action in election cases is for per- 
sons who have complaints to file 
them directly with the prosecutor."

King George of Greece was shot and 
mortally wounded by an apparently in- 
sane man, and died half an hour later. 
The king and one of his aides were 
walking along the street at 5 o'clock, 
when a Greek named Aleko Schoinas

Details of the assassination are in- 


complete. One apoount says the as- 
sassin is a madman. Another account 
.says he was a Socialist who belonged 
at Vole. He was accompanied by an 
•.unnamed comrade, according to this 
•story. Schoinas is described as a man 
iflfty years of age «nd badly dressed. 
It is said that when arrested Schoinas 
Mid he had shot the iking because he 
refused to give hhn inoney for which 
he 'had asked. 


Queen Olga arrived here last even-

His position had be- 
come untenable. A provisional gov- 
ernment was set up and Otto and the 
queen fled in a British warship back 
to Bavaria, and the throne was offered 
to Prince William George, the Danish 
midshipman. Prince George was be- 
fore the masthead being punished for 
Insubordination when the emissaries 
came with the offer of a throne. The 
Greeks, wearied of internal troubles, 
received him with open arms. 


On Oct 17, 1S67, King George mar- 


ried the Grand Duchess Olga Constan- 
tinovna of Russia. 
Their children 


were Prince Constantine, born the fol- 
lowing year; Prince George, born in 
1869; Prince Michaelas, born in 1872; 
Prince Andrew, born in 1882; Prince 
Christopher, born in 1888, and one 
daughter, Princess Marie, who was 
born in 1876. 


The New King. 


Kins Constantine, the new rnler of 


Greece, four years ago, and before that 
time, was most unpopular in his own 
kingdom where today he is a hero 
classed with the ancient warriors of 
the historic land. The ruler for whom 
Greeks all over the world as -well as in 
(Jreece have been buying chaplets, 
swords, jeweled wreaths, as the libera- 
tor of the land from the thrall of the 
Turks, has heard outside the palace 
walls at Athens and at "his own chat- 
eau of Tatoi the cry of the mob that 
be and Ms father abdicate in favor of 
his own eldest son, Prince George; 
he has had the military league of his 
own army and navy against him to 
the extent of mutiny; he has been in- 
veighed against in the parliament and 
publicly scored in the newspapers for 
political reasons. Now when he re- 
turns to Athens, not only as king, but 
as commander of an army that re- 
Tivefl the glory that once was Greece, 
there will be no limit to the popular 
enthusiasm. 


Konstantines, Duke of Sparta, eldest 


•son of King George, was born at 
A-thens, Aug. 2, 1868. 
He was edu- 


«ateo tsy tutors who were brought 
from Leipsic, and one of the accusa- 
tions against Tiim has been that he 
has always sliown the effects of Ger- 
man Influence. Tall, soldierly in ap- 
pearance, quiet, reserved almost to the 
•point of shyness, in the ordinary court 
functions he "has always made every 
•endeavor to avoid the crowds. He has 
always been Tcnown as a man with 
'Opinions of his own, even to the ex- 
tent of going out after a ministry 
which be thought was going contrary 
*» the best interests of the country. 


Brother-tn-Law of Kaiser. 


King Constantine is a brother-in- 


iaw of the German emperor, although 
it Is-said the royal brothers-in-law have 
not-spoken for a half dozen years. He 
was married at Athens, Oct. 27, 188D, 
to the Princess Sophia of Prussia, sis- 
ter'Of Emperor "William, and the trou- 
ble 'came not so long after that, when 
the princess became a member of the 
orthodox Greek church. The kaiser is 
a Lutheran and he objected to the 
change. There are five children by 
this marriage: Prince George, born 
July 19, 1890; Prince Alexander, born 
to 1S93; Princess Helene, born in 
1896; Prince Pant born In 1901, and 
the Princess Irene, who is nine year* 
old.Undoubtedly King Constantine did 
much to keep his father on the throne 
for so many years. There bad been 
threats to dethrone him, to none of 
which did the old king enter serious 
objection. The only point he evei 
made was •that he would not abdicate. 
But for years he has preferred the 
lights of Paris and the baths of France 
to'his own kingdom.

have a license costing $1 after the 
new license law goes into effect, when 
the acts of the last legislature are 
published. The tact that there was 
no provision in the bill permitting 
persons 'to hunt any place in their 
own township without a license, as 
has been the case, escaped notice 
dining the progress of the measure 
through the legislature. 


'Only children under 12 years of 


age and wives of men holding li- 
censes to flsh outside of the'county 
in which they live 
and 
adjoining 


counties under the new law. The 
licenses costs *! and permits both 
hunting and fishing. Holders 
of 


bunting licenses are not required to 
take out new permits in order to fish.' 


A number of changes are made in 


tlie li.-h and game laws in another 
bill put through the legislature by 
Fish and Game Commissioner Miles 
now in effect. 


It makes twelve bass instead of 


twenty the limit for one day's catch 
and limits the number of blue gills, 
croppies and sun fish to fifty.
